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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The magazine Schulmadchen Nr. 83 (modified versionj is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine is dominated by explicit photographic images of young women in sexualised poses 
or engaging in sexual activity. The theme of "school girls" in the magazine's title is advanced in the 
body of the magazine through elements in the photo spreads that deliberately create an impression 
that some of the models are young persons. These elements include models wearing hair styles 
that are clearly associated with young girls rather than eighteen and nineteen year olds, childish 
props such as toys and cartoon animal fabric, and text that gives at least one model a persona of a 
young person. The magazine pushes its school girl theme to an extent that tends to promote and 
support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The classification of Schulmadchen Nr. 83 (modified version) interferes with the freedom of expression 
set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 but this is an outcome that is consistent with 
Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable 
limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society 
to limit the availability of publications that tend to promote and support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. 
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
